You  have 
invested  money  and  time  in  your  own  enterprise  and  after 
some  lean  years,  are  just  beginning  to  see  some  results  of 
your  hard  work.  Pretend  for  a  moment  that  you  sell 
appliances.  (It  can  be  any  other  item  you  would  like,  for  the 
high  rollers  out  there.)  On  day  during  your  prime  selling 
period,  a  huge  truck  pulls  up  across  the  street  from  your 
store,  opens  the  tailgate,  and  a  person  you  have  never  seen 
before  starts  selling  the  same  merchandise  at  prices  you 
can’t  compete  against.  Your  customers  leave  the  store  in  a 
few  moments  and  purchase  their  wares  from  the  stranger. 
Can  you  imagine  what  thoughts  must  curse  through  your 
mind?  How  unfair  of  the  stranger.  How  disloyal  of  my 
patrons.  How  can  this  happen? 

It  happens  every  day.  The  passing  vendor  may  be  local  or 
from  outside  the  community.  He  might  sell  appliances  from 
a  catalogue,  but  more  than  likely  he  sells  an  impulse  item 
such  as  flowers,  candy  or  ballons.  Is  the  damage  any  less 
because  you  are  not  a  merchant  or  because  he  isn’t  selling 
your  particular  item?  We  suggest  that  the  damage  is  just  as 
severe.

He  stated 
that  he  was  a  very  “tax 
conscious  individual”,  and 
wanted  Agawam’s  growth  to 
be  balanced  so  as  not  to 
radically  alter  our  tax  base 
one  way  or  the  other.  He  said 
that  the  present  form  of 
government  had  made  “some 
great  strides. ..we  have  kept 
the  tax  increases  down.” 

On  the  issue  or  reorganiza¬ 
tion,  Fieldstad  commented: 
“the  basics  are  right,  the 
director  concept  is  good. 
What  is  needed,  however,  are 
job  descriptions  so  that  the 
best  qualified  people  are 
appointed."  He  stated  that 
the  present  Council  was  “a 
good  thinking  Council”,  and 
that  he  is  sure  this  form  of 
government  will  live  up  to  the 
expectations  of  the  people. 

Fieldstad  did  comment  that 
it  was  difficult  to  talk  about 
himself.  He  says  he  loves 
what  he  is  doing  and  gets  a 
lot  of  positive  response  from 
not  only  his  constituents,  but 
those  in  other  precincts  as 
well.  He  doesn’t  campaign, 
and  said  that  for  the  last 
election,  he  put  up  one  sign, 
and  took  out  one  newspaper 
ad.  He  prefers  to  let  his  work 
speak  for  itself,  and  appar¬ 
ently  those  people  who  re¬ 
elected  hint  like  the  quality  of 
his  work. 


The  father  of  five,  and  a 
lifelong  resident  of  Agawam, 
Councilman  Paul  Fieldstad 
describes  himself  as  “not  a 
politician”.  He  said  he 
originally  became  involved  in 
Town  government  because  he 
saw  things  which  needed  to 
be  done,  on  the  one  hand, 
and  people  who  wouldn’t  get 
involved  on  the  other. 
Fieldstad  stated  that  it  is 
necessary  to  show  young 
people  today  what  needs  to 
be  done,  and  how  to  do  it  so 
that  they  will  want  to  become 
involved  in  their  town  and 
will  be  effective  in  their 
efforts. 

Fieldstad  attended  Agawam 
schools  and  served  two  years 
in  the  Army.  He  was  an 
elected  Town  Meeting 
Member  for  seven  years,  a 
Planning  Board  member  for 
five  years,  and  has  been  on 
the  Town  Council  since  its 
inception.  At  the  present 
time,  he  is  a  member  of  both 
the  High  School  Building 
Committee  and  the  Library 
Building  Committee. 

Fieldstad  had  nothing  but 
praise  for  the  Library  Build¬ 
ing  Committee  saying  that 
they  were  “fantastic  to  work, 
with.”  He  stated  that  they 
had  "encountered  no  pro¬ 
blems  at  all... everything  is  on 
schedule,  and  the  library  will 
be  open  in  September.”  He 
said  that  the  new  library  "is 
the  first  Agawam  public 
library  built  for  all  of  the 
people  in  town. ..it  is  in  the 
exact  center  (apex)  of  town." 
Fielnstad  noted  that  the  new

THE  ISSUES

This  article  will  outline  the 
issues  briefly  as  of  deadlines. 
They  may  be  inoperative  as 
news  by  delivery  date.  Please 
accept  them  for  what  they 
are: 


Reorganization.  .  . 

The  reorganization  plan  is 
on  the  agenda  for  the  Town 
Council  meeting  on  Monday, 
April  3,  1978.  The  Town 
Council  has  two  choices:  to 
reject  the  plan  outright 
thereby  effectively  killing  the 
entire  issue  and  allowing  the 
new  Town  Manager,  Peter 
Caputo,  to  bring  in  his  own 
version  of  reorganization.  On 
the  other  hand,  the  Council 
may  do  nothing.  They  have 
the  option  of  tabling  the 
matter  which  would,  in  effect, 
bring  the  issue  before  the 
voters  in  the  form  of  a  special 
referendum.  The  referendum 
would  probably  take  place 
early  June  because  of  the 
“gear-up  time”  necessary  to 
go  through  the  proper  chan¬ 
nels.  Mr.  Caputo  has  strongly 
recommended  that  the  Coun¬ 
cil  allow  the  matter  to  go 
before  the  voters.  He  has 
stated  that  the  town  has  had 
enough  court  battles  and 
referendums  and  that  the 
administration  should  not 
give  the  appearance  to  cir¬ 
cumvent  the  wishes  of  the 
court.  “At  this  point  it 
appears  to  be  strictly  a  legis¬ 
lative  matter  and  the  people 
should  decide,”  according  to 
Mr.  Caputo.  He  further  stres¬ 
sed  that  reorganization  must 
be  established  in  some  form 
to  properly  handle  the  day  to 
day  decisions  necessary  to 
effectively  run  the  govern¬ 
ment.  Mr.  Caputo  believes 
that  the  basic  plan  is  good, 
but  that  "it  was  improperly 
handled.  There  was  no  eval¬ 
uation  time,  no  job  descrip¬ 
tions,  and  no  qualifications 
established." 

Until  the  plan  is  acted  upon 
by  the  Town  Council  or  by  the 
voters,  the  reorganization 
plan  is  effective.  The  direc¬ 
tors  are  evidently  still  per¬ 
forming  their  appointed  func¬ 
tions  but  the  question  of  pay 
and  compensation  is  unresol¬ 
ved  by  presstime.  Mr.  Caputo 
was  meeting  with  counsel  on 
the  matter. 

Capital  Budget.  .  . 

The  Town  Council  has 
scheduled  a  workshop  meet¬ 
ing  to  review  the  Capital 
Budget  on  Thursday,  March 
30.

Planning  Board  .  .  . 

The  comprehensive  zoning 
changes  currently  being 
formulated  and  proposed  by 
the  Planning  Board  are  still 
expected  to  meet  with  resis¬ 
tance  by  members  of  the 
business  community.  The 
Planning  Board  has  schedu¬ 
led  an  8:30  P.M.  meeting 
with  the  Agawam's  Business¬ 
men’s  Association  for  Wed¬ 
nesday,  March  29,  at  the 
Middle  School  Cafeteria. 

All  parties  seem  to  agree 
that  zoning  changes  are 
necessary  to  prevent  random 
and  haphazard  growth  and  to 
protect  the  residential  and 
business  zoned  areas  in  town. 
The  rub  appears  to  be  the 
proposed  zoning  changes 
which  affect  areas  such  as 
Springfield  St.,  Suffield  St. 
and  portions  of  Main  St. 
There  also  appears  to  be 
questions  as  to  the  definition 
of  what  constitutes  a 
“family".  Apparently,  the 
word  “family"  may  be  criti¬ 
cal  as  to  enforcement  of 
commercial  use  of  an  occu¬ 
pancy  in  a  residentially  zoned 
neighborhood. 

The  Planning  Board  feels 
that  changes  are  essential 
now  to  control  the  expected 
future  growth  of  the  commu¬ 
nity  and  to  insure  that  the 
town  services  are  available  to 
future  residents  at  a  price  the 
taxpayer  can  afford. 

The  Businessmen’s  Associa¬ 
tion  feels  that  the  zoning 
changes  are  too  comprehen¬ 
sive  and  will  severly  hurt 
individual  businessmen  and 
property  owners.  They  insist 
that  such  substantial  changes 
superimposed  over  an  exis¬ 
ting  community  must  do  more 
harm  to  the  community  than 
the  proposed  future  good. 
The  Businessmen’s  Associa¬ 
tion  has  urged  a  large  turnout 
for  this  meeting  by  their 
membership  and  all  other 
interested  parties. 

An  inside  source  close  to  the 
Planning  Board  expects  that 
there  will  be  compromises 
made  by  both  parties,  but 
that  both  sides  must  be 
prepared  to  accept  change. 


Police  Chief.  .  . 

The  question  of  returning 
the  position  of  Police  Chief  to 
Civil  Service,  voted  on  in  a 
non-binding  referendum 
recently,  is  scheduled  for  the 
Town  Council  meeting  on 
April  3.  The  issue  is  expected 
to  be  brought  to  a  vote.  The 
voter  turnout  of  9%  is  not 
viewed  as  a  mandate  in  either 
direction  and  the  Town  Coun¬ 
cil  vote  is  still  a  question.

“Indiana  Long  Gun  Law  Re¬ 
pealed”  --  "Kentucky  Hand¬ 
gun  Ban  Flops”  -  Federation 
Wins  NYC  Gun  Law  Case”  -- 
“Philadelphia  Loses  Gun 
Law”,  etc.  Then  out  of  Wash¬ 
ington,  D.C.  comes  the  fol¬ 
lowing  article:  The  Carter 
administration  is  making  a 
"sneak  attack"  by  seek’ng 
federal  registration  of  all 
handguns,  shotguns  and 
rifles.  The  proposed  rules 
were  published  as  part  of  a 
plan  to  impose  federal  gun 
controls  without  the  consent 
of  Congress. 

The  regulations,  calling  for 
registration  of  all  guns,  were 
published  by  the  Bureau  of 
Alcohol,  Tobacco  and  Fire¬ 
arms,  reported  Rep.  John 
Ashbrook  of  Ohio.  The 
agency  had  told  a  House 
subcommittee  they  w’ould  go 
into  effect  within  60  days. 

Ashbrook  urged  all  gun 


owners  who  believe  in  their 
right  to  security  to  write  to 
AFT  director  Rex  Davis  to 
urge  withdrawal  of  the  pro¬ 
posed  rules. 

How  Safe  Are  We? 

When  the  right  to  bear  arms 
has  been  taken  away  from  the 
private  citizen,  what  then? 
The  following  is  food  for 
thought: 

The  Rochester  "Democrat 
and  Chronicle"  reports  that 
an  upstate  grocer  held  two 
would-be  burglars  at  bay  with 
his  shotgun.  The  burglars  — 
two,  on  duty,  in  uniform, 
Monroe  County,  New  York 
Sheriff  s  Deputies. 

Donald  Grentzinger  spent 
the  night  in  his  store  with  his 
shotgun.  He  was  alarmed  by 
the  numerous  attempts  at 
breaking  in  of  his  establish¬ 
ment.  A  noise  at  the  store's 
front  proved  to  be  one  of  the 
deputies  using  a  crowbar  to 
break  in.  The  shop  owner 
alerted  the  State  Police.  His 
shotgun  at  the  ready.  Grant- 
zinger  held  the  two  deputies 
at  bay  until  the  troopers 
arrived.  A  third  was  arrested 
later. 

The  truth  behind  the 
premise  that  the  armed  citi¬ 
zen  is  the  last  defense  of 
individual  human  liberties 
was  demonstrated  here.
